CHRISTIAN COLLEGE IN CHINA. 
——— Prec ; 
HISTORY AND OBJECT. 


The history of the Christian College, now 
lempornrily located at! Macao, dates from the 
year 1885,. Then for the ‘first ‘time definite 
. efforts were made in the United Staves to raise 
an endowment for an institution to be located 
at Canton, and pattemed after the ,colleges at 
Beirut ‘and Constantionople,  Ently in-'1886 
the Trustees of “The. Christian College in 
Ching,” then recently otgunized, authorized the 
solicitation of funds for such an .endowment, 
“in order to promote education'-in Western 
Sciences and Languages.” - The object of the 
proposed:College was stated:to. be “To raise 
i Christian ministers, 
teachers'and physicians, ‘as well'as for every 
other calling 
science, medicine and religion. It will seek to 
co-operate earnestly with the agents off all 
missionary societies, and. with all edcitional 
institutions, in the common object of the en- 
lightenment ‘and chnistianization of China. It 
will aim to promote’ and increase the interest 
ina higher education among all classes of the

“Their system of instruction is restricted to 
the books of Confucius, which contain a system 
of Ethics and Political Philosophy.

Surgery, Mechanics, Moral Philosoply, Meta- 
physics or Religion,-hence the mast erroneous 
views and conceptions on all these'subjecis are 
universally prevalent among the learned, as 
wells among the most ynlearned,. All the 
prople have the most superstitious ideas about 
the natural phenomena. An. eclipse to, them 
1s caused by some animal trying to swallow 
the sun:or the moon, ‘The_appearance of a 
comet portends siHe nati calamity, 
and superstitious ‘notions about the sup- 
posed occuli powers of nature in the earth, are, 
the grea} hindragge in mining operations, the 
waking of railrdds, and in many cases to 
house building. ” 
. The need gf medical education was thus’ 
described, “There are in China some.\48 


communicated to.the multitudes of China, it is 
urgently needed that additional facilities be 
afforded to Chinese youth for studying medical 
science and surgery.” ; 

That the scheme of the College is ‘not 
Utopian is ‘shown by the results of Western 
training os seen in the men who have graduated 
from schools of Western learning already 
established in China, and those who have in 
past years gone abroad for the purpose of 
securing 4 liberal education, many of whom 
now occupy positions of prominence in 
business, in the scholarly professions and in 
government employ. Such ‘men will be the 
first to recognise the far-reaching influence in 
uplifting the people of South China which such 
an educational movement is sure to exercise, 
and they will not be slow to show their 
spprecieiion of it in manifold ways of practical 
helpfulness. They will have no false pride 
about their countrymen being the recipients of 
fore gn atd, but they will recognize the fact that 
that aid can be supplied only temporarily. 
The burden of. education in Chiaa must 
ultimately be borne by the ‘Chinese peo,le 
themselves, and the men who have benefilted 
by a-Western education and have succeeded in 
consequence will want to have their share of 
this burden now. 
i College is intended to 
furnish o high grade Western education through 
the medium of En,lish and under the most 
favourable moanl conditions, to students 
in South China, near to their own homes, 
‘hus obviating the great expense and olher 
disadvantages to pare: ts of sending their sons 
to foreign countries to attend. college. 

For the realisation of this purpose . the 
Erustees undertook to raise by ‘subscription the 
sum of $309,000.00 gold. In this they succeed- 
ed to the extent that the assets of the College, 
invested in solid American securities and in 
land in the vicinity of Canton, now amount to 
$16,603.11, U.S, gold. The Trustees are 
making earnest efforts to increase this amount 
at once by another $109,000.00 gold, and have, 
for more than a year, and with gratifying suc- 
cess, kept a. representative of the College busy 
soliciting fands for that purpose. ¥ 

What has been accomplished on the field 
may be briefly summarized, Five years ago it 
was found possible to inaugurate « vigorous 
policy of advance in the affairs of the College.

The school year is divided into two semes- 
ters, and each semester includes eighteen full 
weeks of class-room work, 

The hours cach week given above mean 
hours of recitation. By the time students reach 
the College course they. are supposed to have: 
formed. habits of study, and are accordingly 
given fewer hours ‘in recitation and allowed 
more hours for the private preparation of their 
subjects, The smaller number of hours does 
not therefore indicate a lightening of the work. 

The College department requires a high 
standard of Chinese forentrance. In it the study 
of Chinese is confined to translation, Arrange: 
ments are made whereby: the student will com- 
plete the other study of Chinese before leaving 
the. Preparatory department. Qne. of the con. 
ditions of: receiving a diploma from‘ any 
department of the institution will be ability to 
write a clear stvle of Chinese composition, 
together with proficiency in rendering Chinese 
book language into colloquial and accuracy, 
in translating English: into. Chinese and 
Chinese into English, The Chinese instruction 
in the institution. is directed towards the 
securing of these ends, . 

It is the intention of the College to provide 
fora complete liberal education. At present 
the Preparatory department is being developed, 
But below that must compe kindergarten and 
Primary schools, And abOve it will ‘come the 
College course of four years. .All through 
these there will be an abundance of physical 
and manual training, In addition to these 
departments a School of Pedagogy und other 
special and technical depariments will: be 
establ.shed 4s rapidly as is found practicable. 

A four-year medical course in English is 
‘offered to. students prepared to take it. The 
standard for entrance to this department will 
be‘ the same as for admission to the Junior 
class: of the College. A Hospital’ and four 
Professors will be provided as scon as students 
ate rendy to enter the course, ; 

The following is suggested as a feasible plan

$3,628.97 gold. The securing of this amount 
from a multitude of subscribers of small sums 
involves a great deal of labour and is attended 
with considerable uncertainty, ‘ 
Specifically stated the present needs of the 
College are for college buildings, residences 
for professors, equipments of the varions de- 
partments, increased endowment, and contri- 
butions towards current expenses, Contribu- 
tions ta the funds of the College will be nade 
in every case subject to the control of the Board 
of ‘rustees in New York, They are tha central 
governing power, and the body résponsible to 
the danors for fulfilling the terms of their trust. 
Their control is essential to unity and contin- 
uity of purpose and to permanent harmony in 
the administration of the affairs of the College. 
After this authority of the Trustees is secured 
very wide liberty still remains for donors to 
choose particular objects towards which their 
gifis are to be applied. ‘
